ment and in the other the government 
is suatained. All three cases will be 
appealed to tbe United States su- 
preme court, {tending whoea final ac- 
tion the classification reform |>olloy, 
under which msny publications have 
been excluded from the aecond class 
privileges probably will remain in 
suspension The two cases decided 
adversely to the government are 
thoee of the National Railway Publi- 
cation ooni|iany ami the Railway List 
company The department is upheld 
in the case of a Chicago business 
ooll*ge. The lower court is sus- 
tained In each of the three oaees. 

Tbe oourt's opinion in the railway 
publication* cases holds that oongress 
has not committed to the postmaster 
general or anyone else the deter 
mination of what should tie earned 
in the mails as second class or third 
class matter, that power tieing re- 
served exclusively to oongress. which 
makes the classification. The court 
•ays that it may >*e that the classi- 
fication is not as definite ae it might 
be and that the |invilege is grossly 
abused, but oongress iteelf, tbe court 
»ya, made tbe classification and it is 
not oomietent for the postmaster 
general to add anything to the stat- 
ute or to take anything from it.
